E. Blake Robertson, assistant super- 
intendent of immigration, was the pre- 
siding officer, assisted by Officers Ry- 
nolds, Williams and Garcou. 

Two physicians, Drs, Gurd and 
Beauchamp, -were on hand to examine 
the prisoner, and Dr. Raymond Kieb, 
superintendent of the Malteawan Asy- 
lum,’ was held in readiness to testify 
as to ‘Thaw’'s confinement there as the 
insane slayer of Stanford White. 

Delay in Starting. 

There was delay in getting the in- 
quiry under way. ” Thaw became im- 
patient, stepped close toa window and 
let-the crowd get a sight of him. He 
had on his straw hat and was smoking 
a pipe. Jerome passed under the win- 
dow, but did not look up. Four do- 
minion police blooked the entrance to 
the- stairway. . A woman came with 
flowers for Thaw: aud was denied ad- 
mission,

Same Theories. 

Among the articles recovered sas a 
letter froma firm in Chicago. The po- 
Nice refused to divulge to the newspa- 
pers what the letter contained, | but 
wired to the chief of police, Chicago, 
asking him if possible to ascertain who 
purchased a certain revolver from a 
sporting goods firm there. This is the 
gun which was found ‘and the letter 
seemed to have something to do with 
it, hence the wire. ‘The revolver is 
one of the most substantial clues 
which they have at the present time, 
and some regret was expressed that no 
finger prints were taken from it when 
found, as they would help in fixing the 
erime upon the man when caught. 

Numerus theories for the motive 
have been advanced, all heing rejected 
except two. Robery certainly had 
nothing to do with It, as ‘the man would 
not. have made such elaborate plans 
had he merely intended theft. It would 
have been possible for him to enter 
the shack any afternoon when Me- 
Nulty came down town. This he 
must have known as he watched each 
day. 

The chief stated this morning that 
either insane Jealousy or sheer homi- 
cidal tendencies only could have so 
cleverly planned the murder.  Veng- 
eance, sald the chief, will cause a man 
to lie in wait for a victim for day”, but 
I cannot find anything which would 
lead tio the belef that the man had any 
enemies. I feel certain that dt was a 
manite, who, .afler he had done the 
dead, broke open the trunk for effect, 
unless he wished to procure seme pa- 
pers or other article, which he thought 
was there.” 

This seems more than likely to be 
the-case. Some talk was heard re- 
garding the fact of there being a wo- 
man in the case, but this idea was re- 
jected at once. 

The search ts going on, and further 
developments are to he expected very 
shortly.

WITH OBSOLETE EQUIPMENT. : ae 

In so far as its administrative machinery is concerned, Edmonton, as a city munict- 
pality, is engaged in a hopeless task of trying to handle a modern business with obsolete 
machinery, Attempts to patch up this obsolete machinery and make it adaptable to the re- 
quirements will be unavailing until the patchers-recognize that in all the improvements so far 
attempled one great and vital principle has been lacking, without which success is impossible 
—the principle that the men placed at the head of the administration should be made directly 
responsible to the electors. 

Edmonton in many respects is in a peculiar position—a position so different from thal 
of any other city that systems which work reasonably well in other cities would not neces- 
sarily give satisfaction in this, While the citizens of Edmonton have scarcely recognized the 
signiticance of what they have been doing, Edmonton has been going forward step by step 
upon a line of municipal advancement which has placed this city in such a position that it is 
now the most forward of any municipality in the world, absolutely without exception. This 
is a broad statement, but it is a statement which will, nevertheless, stand unchallenged by any 
who understand the trend of modern events. Edmonton at the present time owns every 
utility and every franchise, There are few cities of which this can be said. Edmonton raises 
all its revenue from taxation on land values only. There are fewer cities of which this can 
he said. But of cities which own all their utilities and derive all their revenues from the 
taxation of land, there are no others than Edmonton. This city’s position is unique. 

The underlying purpose of these arrangements is to provide a municipal arrangement 
by which the affairs of the city are conducted in the interests of the citizens. Aside from the 
advantage that it relieves the public affairs of the city of the brutalizing influence of the 
corporation lobby, municipal ownership’s strongest recommendation is that it places the hand. 
ling of the community services in the control of the citizens, to do as they like with. An 
enormous percentage of the citizens, having grown up to the habit of calculating all advan- 
tages in dollars aud cents, are prone to the error of concluding that the greatest advantage of 
municipal ownership is that it gives cheaper service. This is nct the greatest advantage, nor 
even the primary purpose. Where it exists itis merely an incidental advantage. Even 
though this advantage does not exist—even though municipal ownership does not get cheaper 
service—the main advantage still exists, which is that the citizens, owning these utilities, are 
free to do as they like with them, just as they may do as they choose with their -public 
streets, their public schools, their parks or any other publicly-owned institution. If Edmon- 
ton citizens want to clear the streets of the unsightly poles, if they decide to install a new 
lighting service, if they think more fire hydrants are necessary or the telephone system re- 
quires alteration, the ownership af the plants is vested in the citizens of Edmonton and’ they 
may do as they choose. They have delegatedts affairs in such a position. that it is as far 
in any way interfere with this freedom to follow the dictates of public fancy. 

But while the city of Edmonton has made this progress and has retained to itself this 
freedom of actior it, has placed the handling of ist affairs in such a position that it is as far 
removed from the public as it is possible to place them. Not only this, but it has so diffused 
responsibility, and made it so indirect, that it is impossible at any;time for the public:to give 
force to their desires in any matter of policy or to give force to any expression of dissatis- 
faction which the majority of the citizens. may feel should be directed against the officials 
chosen-to handle the enterprizes, which-are the property of the citizens. 

The arrangement under which Edmonton is doing business at the present time is one 
by which the control of the affairs is placed in the hands of an appointed commission. © This 
commission cannot he reached by the citizens direct. It is assumed that it can be reached 
through a conneil which appoints. the commissioners, but experience is teaching ‘that: this 
is impracticable; that commissioners do not require to serve the desires of the majority of the 
citizens, but to retain office need only adjust themselves to the will of one-third of the coun- 
cil, which is an entirely different thing. 

Nor can the citizens even fix the responsibility. The charter, as originally intended, 
provided that the commission should be a board, the duties of which were not specifically sub- 
divided and the responsibility for whose activities were mutual with all the members. The 
present mayor, who made the present charler, and who has attempted to prove it unwork- 
able, has retreated from his original position and is now attempting to segregate the duties 
and specify the responsibilities of these commissioners. x 

’ This volte face begs the whole question so far as the present charler is concerned, as 
it admils the principle that a traceabie responsibility is necessary. But by failing to make (his 
responsibility direct to the citizens it still falls short of the main principle, which is that the 
responsibility, even though made traceable, is not made answerable fo the parties most vitally 
interested, the citizens who own the utilities. The obvious next step is the abolition of the

—Stmilar scenes 
Were enacted’ in other Acadian cen- 
tres, and the people, who had chosen 
foreign exile rather than British ‘al- 
legianoe, were filled with consternation 
When confronted with the result of 
their choice. Every effort was made to 
keep, families together, but in so large 
a migration there was necessarily some 
bungling, and the enforced separations 
gave rise to many such pitiful stories 
such as Longfellow has told in his 
“Evangeline.” ‘The story of Acadia 
still retains its appeal in human sym-

TODAY WE. CELEBRATE | 


CENTENARY OF. FAMOUS 
JACKSON-BENTON DUEL 


One of the most famous—or in- 
famous—and, happily, one of the last 
of the many duels between American 
statesmen was fought a century ago 
today between Andrew Jackson, after- 
ward president of the United States, 
and ‘Col. Miomas Hart Benton; . later 
distinguished as a statesman, This 
centenary is worthy of commemoration 
because the bloody and ferocious com- 
bat between two otherwise honorable 
and admirable men aroused public 
opinian againsl'the duelling method of 
seblling differences. © Today the whole 
Anglo-Saxon world unites. in condem- 
nation of what, in the cant phrase of a 
bogus chivalry, were called “affairs of 
honor.” th ‘ 

Col. Benton and “Old Hickory” were 
firm friends before the rupture which 
led-to the duel’of Sept. 4, 1813. Ben- 
ton, a native of North Carolina. was a 
lawyer, and‘when he removed to Ten- 
nessee, Jackson,—at that time a jirdge 
of the-supreme court, became his first 
friend.and patron, © When Jackson:was 
made major-sendral. of. {he State 
militia, Benton was chosen as his aide- 
de-camp.. Nolivithstanding this cor- 
dial and close intimacy, a rude and sul- 
len rupture filled their hearts with the 
lust of murder,-and sent them flying 
at each other's throats, 

The affair had its beginning in a 
quarrel beiween. one of Jackson's 
friends, William Carroll, and Jesse 
Benton, a ‘brother. of Col. Benton. 
Carroll. challenged {oa duel by Jesse 
Benton, asked | ‘‘Hickery’ to ‘be his 
second. Jackson at. first-declined, bul 
consented to act when told that there 
was a conspiracy to “run Carroll out 
of the country.” 

It is to Jackson's credit that he 
sought to find a solution for the diMi- 
eully without resource to pistol or 
dagger. At firs he was successful in 
his remonstralions “with Benton, but 
the latter finally decided that the duel 
must goon. Jackson acted as Car- 
roll’s second on “the fledd of honor." 
Jesse Benton sent an offensive account 
of the affray to Col. Benton, who was 
then serving Jackson at) Washington, 
This led to an angry. correspondence 
between Jackson and Col, Benton, and 
the Jatter used the harshest language 
in speaking of Jackson, all of whieh 
was reported by a. tattletale ‘ithe 
bird” to the general. He declared he 
would horsewhip the colonel the first 
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Although Col, George Washin-stou 
Gocthals has been given most of tha 
crédit for digging the big ditvh at 
Panama, he has had many abje as- 
sistants. One of the greatest ai these 
is Licut, Col. Du Bose Gaillard, of the 
corps of engincers of the United Stats 
army, who from the first has been 
in charge of the central division of he 
great projeot, including the Gulepra 
cut. After seven years: of unremitiing 
labor in the tropics, Licut, Col, Gaillard 
recently suffered a nervous collapse, 
and was given a leave of absence. Tho 
Work he had set out to do, however, 
was practically completed when ‘he left 
Panama for New York last month; 

Gaillard, whose work at Panama 
has placed him among the foremost of 
the world's engineers, was. dorn 54 
years ago today, September 4, 185%, 
at. Fulton, Sumter county, South 
Carolina. He graduated from West 
Point in 1884, and was a ciassmate of 
Lieut. Col. William L. Sibert, who has 
also had an important part in the dig- 
ging of the ditch across the isthmus, 
In. fact, from the first Gaillard and 
Sibert have held the two most im= 
portant commands — under Goethals, 
Sibert having been in charge of the 
Atlantic side of the canal, including 
Galum Dam. The friends of the two 
engineers have often publicly asserted 
that they have not ‘recelved the credit 
they deserved, while’ Goethals was be-
